The Abyssinians have many curious canons 
which they have, from time to time, formed 
and added to those mado by, the council of 
Nive. The most singular of these ia ono 
which allows them to have only one bishop, 
who miust bo an allon, appointed and conse- 
crated by the patriarch of Aléxandria, who 
has the power to depose hini when he may 
seo fit, without allowing him w” trial, The 
authority of the grand pontiffof Ethiopia. is 
very limited; indeed, he has not évén the 
power to bestow the bishopric of Abyasinia, 
and several Portuguese Jesuits have success 
ively held this office, He is called “ Abuna,” 
which moans Our Father, and he himself 
takes the title of patriarch. But, fay front 
knowing his flock and being known of them, 
he is sometimes even ignorant’ of the very 
language of the péopls Whos’ pastor ho is, 
and js as incapable of instructing them, as he 
ia of performing the duties assigned him — 
Ethiopian history haa reaorded the deeds. of 
one of thése prelates, who rendered himself 
80 obnoxious’ by his valgarity and ignorance, 
that he was driven from his gee, and was ob- 
liged to turn miller—th6’ only! thing which 
he could do for his support. His successor 
Was no less ignorant, In speaking of him 
the courtiers would often say, 
another one to:be sent to the mill.” 
“ Abani” has sévoral estates, from which he 
draws a large révenue. | His: possessions. are 
tree from all taxes, and every-year in collec 
tion of salt and linen is made for his benefit, 

After the “Abuna,” the highest ecclesiasti- 
cal dignitary is the “ Komos,” wlio regulates 
the temporal affairs of each church: 

Priests, deacons and sub-descons are the 
three orders which the Abyasinians acknow- 
ledge. ‘The clergy are not allowed any im- 
munities, and they are not only obliged to 
submit to secular judges in civil and criminal 
cases, but their authority is often questioned 
in spiritual matters. The Emperors reserve

forming articles of faith, is well'as of exnot- 
ing compliance With ‘these articles. The 
priests are pérmitted to marry,bat,shonld the 
Wife di, they are hot allowed to take anoth- 
er. Their benefices are Hereditary, but, not+ 
withstanding this, they are: generally. ex— 
tremely poor, and are often obliged to resort 
to manual labor for their support. They 
commonly rent a jfortion of land and raise 
sheep ; thus, half priest and half farmer, they 
are to be distinguished from the common 
people only ‘by a small cross.which they al- 
ways wear, for they have neither tonsvre nor 
priestly robes. They are ordained by the 
simple laying on of hands, and) by a few 
words pronounced over-them by the. Abuna, 
Deacons are ordained by only receiving a 
blessing, More than one-fifth of the whole 
of the vast empire of Ethiopia is composed ‘of 
priests and deacons. 

Nothing can surpass the respect with which 
the people regard their churches. As soon 
as one appears in sight, an Abyssinian will 
immediately dismount from his horse and 
walk until the building is nolonger visible 
It would be considered desecration to enter a 
church with shoes on, or to spit upon the 
floor. ‘These edifices are low and very dark; 
and are built of mud and pebbles, with the 
roofs thatched orcovered with reeds. The 
congregation generally stands, each one sup- 
porting himself on a cratch-shaped’ stick, 
which is received at the door. Those to 
whom this support is oot sufficient, are allow- 
ed to-siton the floor, but for fear that they 
slould,abuse this privilege a deacon calls 
on them from time to time to rise, using these 
words, “ Let those who are seated rise,””” No 
figures, either of wood or stone, aré ever 
seen in these churchés, not éven the cross, 
The principal building is divided, like the 
Greek Church, into three parts); tlie | vesti- 
bale, beyond which, all thos¢ who have any 
impediment dare not pass, thenave, which is 
for the laymén, and the sanctuary,where only 
the priests are admitted. The Emperor and 
the nobles of the! country not wishing to 
mingle with the laymen, caused themselves 
to be ordained deacons, or sub, deacons, that 
they might obtain admission to the sanctuary. 
Thisis undoubtedly the reason why the 
sovereign of Ethiopia was considered to be 
of holy orders, and called himself John ‘the 
Priest.. Some are of the’ opinion, however; 
that this Prince was g0 ‘called because he 
belonged to ‘the holy tamily of David, and 
that the first of their racé was the son of 
Solomon, although’he' was neither a priest 
nor achristian. 


Immersion is tlie form of baptism jronerally 
used in Ethiopia,'and three times must the 
candidate bé immersed to render the cere 
mony effective, However, should the child 
be too feeble to endure so fatiguing an oper- 
ation, three sprinklings may be snbstituted 
In the first instance, one third of the boity, is 
dipped/in the water, with the words “ I bap- 
tise thee in the name of the Father,” the se- 
cond third, ‘and of the Son,” then the 
whole body, ‘‘and of the Holy Ghost.” The 
Same words are used when the baptism is by 
sprinkling, If the child isa boy, he is not 
baptised until forty days after birth, and if a 
girl eighty days. Tho priest, at the same 
time, administers the’ sacrement,’ wither by 
putting in their mouth a pieces of consecra, 
ted'bread, dipped in wine, or ‘by moistening 
the tongue with the fingers.wet in the chalice, 
The baptism of adults is. of frequent oc 
currence, because the idolaters are easily 
convertod. ‘The priest, after making a pre, 
liminary oration; anointa the body of the 
person to be baptized, and laying his hand on 
his head commands, the convert to stretch oat 
lis right hand toward the west, which’ he 
dows, signifying tat he has renouticed the 
bondage of Satan. Then turning’ to thé’east, 
he makes a profession of faith, Belng again 
anointed he is’ plunged three tlines into» 
pond und then conducted to the. church, 
where milk and ‘honey is given him, and he 
is dismissed with the blessing :*' Depart,child 
of baptiem.” 

The Abyssinians have another 


baptismal 


coremony which is called, the, ‘ Baptism. of 
Epiphany.” It takes placé every year, on the 
day from which ita name derived. Our inter 


preter degoribos it thus ;— I was one of the 
suite of Don Carneyro, envoy from Goa, in 
Hindostan, to the Prince of Abysainia, who 
was camping néar the anclent city of Akuma, 
On the fourth of January we were ordered to 
transport our tents to a certain place where a 
pond had been made, arid on arriving thero 
word asked whether we werd desirous of be 
ing baptized, Our anawer was that we had 
once been baptized, but that we were roady 
to act’ in accordance, with any commands 
which the emperor might be pleased to give 
We were afterwards told that it was not ne 


cossary for us to plunge Into the pond, but 
that water might bo brought t our tents 
We thankfully accepted this altorontivé. Tn 
the meantime a large nimbor of prleatd Wad 
assembled, who had apont the night In sing 
ing proyers=tholr modo of blessing the water, 


The King, Queen and the Abuna arrived at 
midnight promptly, and were the firat to 
onter the pond, the same form ot words being 
ovod at this as at any other baptiom, After 
the coremony was concluded, wo were navkod 
by the emperor what we thought of it. 1 
sald that the good intention with which It 
was performed undoubtedly would bo an ox 


cune for so wingular an operation, bat that in 
our country we conaldored one baptiem buf 
ficient. After some further converaation he 
admitted that tho ceremony just witnessed 
was deat an act of duyotion than a simple 
christian custom

The’ Patriarch; in his 
embroidered garments, atténded the Emper- 
or, and with him wére two’ monks, in white 
robes, each carrying an iron cross. +The pre- 
lato, taking the monarch by the hand, led 
him to thealtar, through a dense crowd of

Abyssinia has no cities; the Vice 
roys, Ministers, Governors, all the’ distin- 
guished persons, and even the King himself, 
live in tents which they move about as they 
please. Howeyer, for more tlian a century, 
the royal vents have been pitched at Dembee. 
This encampment, is divided into four parts, 
each having a commandant. The, royal 
pavillion is placed in the centre, and sur- 
rounded by a large empty space, which sepa- 
rates it from the other tents ;, these are occu- 
pied by the officers of the King’s household, 
his servants, his body-guard, merchants and 
workmen, who haye with them their wives 
and children. Chapels are algo built in the 
midat of this settlement, whose altars have

The Government, on Saturday, 
decided to pay fifty conta a day in addition to 
free rations to volunteers when in active 
service, and district staff officers were to-day 
advised of the fact by telegraph. In addition 
to preparation for service on Jand, gunboats 
aro now stationed at Prescott, Kingston, 
Toronto, Fort Erie and the St. Clair, and 
manned by sailors of the Royal navy, sup- 
plied with Armotrong guns. It is satisfacto- 
ry to be able to atate, therefore, that in the 
event of the Fenians crosaing the border,the 
preparations for their reception are 80 com- 
plete, As on former occasions, no doubt the 
regulars and volunteers may be expected to 
give good account of themselves should 
the emergency arise. Thero is not the 
slightest ground for alarm, however, as we 
cannot be taken by surprise.”

The Adjutant-General of Militia 
and the Volunteers. 


The Montreal Gazette says it is 
understood that a number of Volunteer 
officers have sent in their resignations, and 
that the Adjutant-General declines recom- 
mending their acceptance during the 
present Fenian excitement. There can be 
no doubt the Adjutant-General is pursuing 
the proper course under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the times, were 1t not for 
which many others would follow the ex- 
ample set by these Montreal Volunteer 
officers. 


On the 25th May, the Adjt.-General ac- 
companied by other officers visited the 
Eastern Frontier, and inspected the volun 
teers, after which he addressed them,during 
which he suid, “ E haye heard that there is 
“a feeling abroad among the volunteers, 
“that the provisions of the new Militia 
* Hill are adverse to the Volunteer Militia ; 
and Tam glad to have this opportunity 
of saying to you and to the force at large, 
that you should not be too hasty in 
judging of the manner in which the bill 
will operate. One thing I fvol perfectly 
certain, that the Government not only 
Wishes to maintain the present volunteer 
force, but to do all that is possible to 
increase its efficiency, and is prepared to 
treat liberally the comparatively fow men 
who compose the militia force of the 
country, in order to insure that the ser 
vico sliall be cheerfully performed, And, 
moreover, I feel confident that, if any of 
the clauses of the new bill are shown by 
experience to be detrimental to the effici 
ency of the volunteer force, those clauses 
will be altered at the next session of 
Parliament,”

to sustain the charges. In the face of those 
facts it was not surprising that 
the yote for acquittal should have 
fallen like a thunder-bolt on the Republican 
camp, and roused the indignation of the 
leaders and press of the party, It lias been 
charged that those Senators who were 
expected to vote for conviction but who 
voted for acquittal; were bribed, and a 
committee is now investigating those 
charges. It does certainly appear strange 
that they should have so suddenly changed 
their purposes, and gone in direct opposi- 
tion to their expressed convictions, without 
giving the slightest explanation therefor ; 
and in the face of the unblushing manner 
in which bribery and corruption are carried 
on at Washington, it would not be at all

Tt is, however, understood that Mr, Dan- 
stan has engaged first to superintend the 
removal, and re-erection of the mill which 
he has worked tor Messrs, Daniela, Scott & 
Taylor, and which has just been purchased 
by the Merchants’ Union Mining Company 
on most favorable terms, As this Company 
have set aside half of their capital stock 
(namely $25,000) as working capital, and it 
now appears probable that they will have 
their works erected and in operation for 
less than $5,000, the shareholders are look- 
ing forward hopefully to a division of $20,- 
000 surplus stock, thus securing four shares 
free for every five purchased. Tho Direc- 
tors talk of immediately adding“five new 
stamps of a stronger construction to those 
already in use. On the whole this mine is 
beginning to occupy a prominent place in 
public opinion. 

The Barry Mine, like the Richardson, 
has its ups and downs. Just now tlie pro— 
prietors have some trouble from finding 
that their crashing machive works badly, 
but they also, like their Richardson con- 
freres, seem full of pluck,—determined to 
conquer their difficulties, and are already 
preparing to erect fresh works. 

The country willreally be much: indebted 
to these pioneer companies for its future 
development. Not many, except those 
actually engaged in the work, are aware of 
the difliculties and discouragements, with 
which the promoters have to contend, 
through which they can scarcely hope to 
press, unless gifted with an extraordinary 
amount of pluck, combined with indomit— 
able energy.

“The movement of Fenian muskets and the 
alleged contracts for biscuits have been made 
the mostof, and certainly have not been shorn 
of their proportions in the newspaper tele- 
gropbic reports. And what the public may 
rely upon js, that no collection of this nature, 
to any considerable amount, can be gathered in 
one spot, and escape the vigilance of the Cana- 
odian authoritics; or without means belog 
taken to meet it, 

“The very utmost that ‘General’ O’Nell can 
do is to run across the frontier In some place 
with o bandfall ot men to fire a few shots, aud 
then to be arrested in the United States, and 80 
have the farce gone through again ‘that they 
“were prevented by the United States army 
“from taking Canada ;” while they would only 
be prevented from being shot or hung. On 
this point the public may be certain that the 
Canadian Government will be ready to meet 
and severely punish any lawless robbing expe- 
dition of ints kind. 

“So far, also, a8 we have been able to obtain 
information, the Fenian orgavization has no 
money. There have been no general public 
subscriptions; no bonds sold; the contributions 
so cruelly swindled from poor but generous 
hearted servant girls, in the much abused 
name of Ireland, have been “played out;” and 
the ony funds, 60 far. as known, which the or- 
ganization possesses, ore the collections at 
public meetings, which have not been large in 
amount. Certaluly they will not pay the pre- 
liminary expenses of an army of invasion, Con- 
temptible oo was the lost Feoian raid, it was 
respectable in the means at command, compared 
with the present demonstration. 

“Appearances go to show that the present 
demopstrations of ‘General’? O'Neill and his 
friends are merely to take adyavlage- of the

The estimate 
for Bridge was less than $6,000, but with 
some incidental expenses, it would probably 
cost atrifie over.

The Mayor had seen a man from Oswego 
who would dredge the Harbor for so much 
a yard, or so much in bulk, or $65 to $85 per 
day, He thought $4,000 would go a great 
way, but if more was asked the people would 
perhaps yote it down.

After the Jury were sworn in, His Honor 
briefly addressed them on the business which 
would come before them, ‘The calendar 
gives promise of very little work, there being 
only two prisoners in gaol, one of which was 
for embezzlement, the nature of which would 
be determined by the circumstances of the 
case. The other was forassault, Under the 
present law, Magistrates have power to try 
cases where the parties concerned are willing, 
and in nine cases out of ten, justice is obtain- 
ed as well by such summary trials as if 
brought to this Court, and considerable ex~ 
pense is saved.

Butter and Cheese Making. 


From a circular just issued by Thos, 
Hobson & Co., Commission Merchants, 
Montreal, we copy the. following sugges- 
tions and remarks respecting the manufac: 
ture of Butter and Cheese, which ure well 
worthy of consideration : 

“England must always be our great market, 
and we are of opinion that American cheese 
will eventually supersede English. A Liver- 
pool correspondent, one of thelargest dealers 
there, informs us that the average price 
realized for American cheese during the past 
season Was higher than the average of : 
lish. ‘This being the case we may reasonably 
infer that ifour makers improve, as they un- 
doubtedly will, -we shall soon. monopolize this 
branch of the Dairy business, English farm- 
éra will find it won't pay to make chuese, and 
the large majority of American farmers will 
find it pays better than butter. Our conclus- 
fons are based on theae facts: whilst American 
cheesesells, better in Britain..than English 
cheese, American butter ranges from twenty- 
five to thirty per cent below Irish or Conti. 
nental butter, it is therefore clear that, under 
these conditions, it is the interest of Canadian 
farmers to give cheese the preference. 

“We wish our friends to understand that 
we use the word American as incliding both 
Canadian and United States, although [t is 
claimed that-the average of United States 
roducts are superior to Canadian, yet, as we

The Pall Mall has the following inter- 
esting letter from one of the Abyssinian 
captives on the last days of King Theo- 
dore, 

Camp Banna, DALANTA, April 19, 1868. 

On the evening of Tuesday, the 7th of 
April, we received an intimation that we 
were to descend the mountain the following 
morning In order to have an interview with 
the King. We immediately concluded 
that we were not to return, and our appre- 
hensions were not lessened when we learned 
that all the native prisoners, some 500 in 
number, were also summoned’ below. At 
daybreak Mr, Flad came to us,accompanied 
hy Bitwacdad Hassance, the new Chief of 
the Amba, aod were directed to dress our. 
selyes quickly and make our way down. As 
we were passing out of the compound, 
beyond which we had not set our feet for 
19 months, the tears of our servants suffi- 
ciently indicated the fate they believed to 
be in store for us. However, off we went, 
and in about half an hour reached the 
centre of Salamge, where the King was 
seated on a stone, dressed in richly bro- 
caded silk shirt, woven with gold thread, 
and white silk trousers—in short, present— 
ing much the appearance of a harlequin!— 
To our relief, he politely accosted us, and 
seeing that Cameron was much exhausted 
and fatigued, motioned him to a seat. He 
then moved forward a few steps and di- 
rected’ Rassam,Blanc,Cameron, and myself 
to seat ourselves near him. Tue rest of the 
prisoners remained standing nt a respectful 
distance behind. 

While a tent which he liad ordered to be 
prepared for our reception was being pitch- 
ed, the King entered into a desultory 
conversation with Mr. Rassam, in the course 
of which he alluded to the story of 
Damocles, indicating thereby the troubles 
which are impend over the head of 
monarchs. Twenty minutes were spent in

this manner, at the end of which we were 
ushered into the tent which had been got 
ready for us, ‘and where breakfast was 
brought to us afterashort time. In the 
course of the day our tents And baggage 
were brought down from the Amba, and 
we were ordered by the King to put our- 
selves up in the way we formerly used to do. 
Before this however, he had been boastin, 
much among his own soldiers, trying, as 
believe, to keep up their spirits, which 
were rather damped by the prospect of a 
speedy encounter with our troops, Among 
other things they told a body of 150 men, 
whom le was dispatching to Aroge, that 
directly they saw the English approach 
they were to fire off their pieces at them ; 
The English would reply, but directly they 
had fired one yolley they would be unable 
toload againin time to withstand the 
Abyssinian spear; “in which case,” added 
he, “you will enrich yourselyes compared 
to which the rich dressI am wearing is 
but an insignificant prize.” Before proceed- 
ing to the top of Selasse Hill, from which 
he is in the habit of making his reconnois- 
sances, he ordered the execution of seyen 
prisoners, including the young wife and 
infant child of one of his servants who had 
escaped from Magdala a few months ago; 
these were ruthlessly shot, and their remains 
flung over the nearest prertples. 

We saw nothing of his Majesty the next 
day, but in the afternoon received a message 
to the effect that he had seen the British 
troops descending the Bashilo, and had 
remarked among them four elephants and 
some white animals, which he surmised to 
be Berbera sheep. A short time afterward 
a friend of ours (for we bad a few friends 
at Magdala), came to Mr. Rassam, and 1m- 
plored us to keep within our tents, for the 
King was in a fearful passion, and was 
then issuing an order to kill all his native 
prisoners, who were confined in a tew 

jouses a couple of hundred yards off. The 
repeated discharge of firearms, which we 
heard soon afterward, confirmed the sad 
story, and it was with many misgivings 
that we asked ourselves, “What next?” At 
dusk, however, the King returned, and we 
returned to our tents comparatively at our 
ease. From what I have heard, it appears 
that the King rushed down mad with rage 
and arackee, and calling out one of the 
prisoners, hacked him to pieces with his 
own sword. Another speedily met the 
samefate. The third was a boy about ten 
years ofage. His youth and innocence 
(for it was his father who had been the 
offender) were no protection; he was man- 

led in the same way us the two others,— 

‘he cutting and slashing went on in this 

manner for some time; when the King, 
finding this mode of execution too slow for 
his impatient spirit, ordered out the mas- 
keteers. The remainder were then quickly 
shot down, and thrown over the low cliff, 
the force of the shock in several cases 
opening the chains of the wretched victims. 
Those whose quivering limbs showed any 
signs of life, were fired on from above until 
the murderous work was completed. As 
We gazed on that dreadtul heap of corpses, 
animated but a’few days before with life 
and hope, no one could harbor the slightegt 
feeling of sympathy which otherwise the 
fate of one would have elicited, who, likea 
brave man, bad met his own doom some 
short hours since, 
Early the next morning (Good Friday) 
we weré informed by a message from the 
King that we were immediately to return 
to the Amba, as being & place of greater 
security than Salamange, in case of a skir- 
mish. Beforehe left he informed Mr Rassam 
that, in case he sont a messenger, or even 
if one of our servants were missing, the 
covenant between them would be broken. 
This looked much as if he wished to pick 
4 quarrel with us, a8 1t was quite impossible 
for us, in prison, to prevent our servants 
going when they felt be ent However. 
as the means of averting his arger, a con- 
ciliatory answer ws returned through Mr. 
Fladd, A few minutes afterward » mes 
senger arrived, bearing a: letter from Bir 
Robert Napier, dated April 8, and demand= 
ing our rélense in clyil terms, This the 
King rofused to receive,and we immediately 
returned to our prison house, not sorry to 
escape from the dreaded presence of the 
incomprehensible monarch. 

About 10 p. m., we were aroused from 
sleep by the arrival of Mesars Filad and 
Waldmeier, who were the bearers of a 
message from the King, to the effect that 
his troops had been defeated by the English, 
and that he wished to be reconciled to 
them. Mr, Rassam replied that the only 
way to bring about this object was to send 
fn envoy with proposals of peace on his 
part, and he would bo happy to dispatch 
ono of the officers atfatoled to the mission 
on his own part, naming me, at the same 
time, as the person whom he would be 
willing to send. Mr, Fladd and his com 
paniousthen took their departure, but, 
owing to the yacilliating tomper of the 
King, did not return until after daybreak, 
I was thon told to prepare myself; nnd, aa 
soon as T was dressed, descended the bill 
in company with Mr, Fladd, who had been 
sole messenger tho second time. 

Thé King was sitting on a stone, @lressed 
in ordinary manner, fle received us very 
graciously, and immediately ordered one of 
his best mules t6 be aaddled for my use,—

order to refresh us on the road. We were 
then dismissed with the mcssage, “I had 
thought beforethis day I was a strong man, 
but Ihave now discovered that there are 
stronger. Now reconcile me.” We then 
left him, perompanipd by Dejaj Alame, his 
son-in-law, for the British camp at Aroge, 
where we arrived after a two hours’ ride, 
and were warmly greeted by the many 
friends I had not’.seen for so long « time, 
ond bad scarcely expected ever to seu 
again. 

After breakfast and a short stay inthe 
camp, we returned to his Majesty, bearing 
letter from Sir Robert Napier, couched in 
firm but conciliatory terma, and’ assuring 
the King that, provided he submitted to 
the Queen of England and brought all bis 
prisoners and the other Europeans to the 
British camp, honorable treatment would 
be accorded to himself and to al) his family. 
When we arnved he was sitting on the 
brow of Selasse, overlooking the British 
camp, and apparently in anything but a 

leasant humor Having been previously 
joined by Mr. Waldmeier, we presented 
ourselves before him, and delivered to him 
the letter, which was twice translated to 


our rapid walk and almost sleepless night, 


hin, 

At the conclusion of the second reading, 
he asked in a deliberate manner, * What 
does honorable treatment mean? Does it 
mean that the English will help me to sub- 
due my enemies, or does it mean honorable 
treatment as a prisoner?” TI replied to him 
that on the first point the Commander-in- 
Chief had said nothing, that all his wishes 
were contained in his fetter, and that the 
English army had simply come into the 
country to rescue their fellow-countrymen, 
and, that object effected, they would then 
return, This answerevidently pleased him 
butlittle, All his hopes of re-establishing 
himself by British aid were dashed to the 
ground, and be bad henceforward to lead 
the precarious life of a brigand chief, His 
lips, always thin as asword-blade, quivered 
nervously, the horseshoe on his forehead 
grew deeper, but, controlling himself, he 
motioned us to seat ourselves ata little 
distance from him while he dictated an 
answer to his chief scribe, and when it was 
finished called us forward, delivered it 
over to us,and bade us depart. “Ihe pith 
of this incoherent epistle was simply that 
he had hitherto surrendered himself to no 
man, and he was not prepared to do 80 
pow. 

Our second stay in the British camp last- 
éd about a couple of hours, at the expiration 
of which time the Commander-in-Chief felt 
himself called upon to dispatch us, howeyer 
reluctantly, to the fortress. We took our 
departure, hoping for the best, but fearing 
the worst, ‘This time no letter was hand- 
ed to us, but simply a verbal communication 
of the same purport as the former note, It 
was growing dusk as we neared Selasse 
for the second time, and we encountered 
a European accompanied by several Abys— 
sinians. This proved to be Mr. Meyer, one 
of the German artisans, who communicated 
tousthat the King had liberated Mr. 
Rassam, Dr, Blanc, Consul Cameron, and the 
remaining Magdala prisoners, and that they 
were now descending the hill ; news which 
was corroborated by the accompanying 
natives. On receipt of these tidings we 
turned the heads of our mules, and, incom— 
pany with Mr. Meyer, arrived in the camp 
as the bearers of godd news, not only to 
ourselves, but to eveay one of those who so 
eagerly surrounded us, Shortly afterward 
Mr. Rassam and bis party arrived, andtit 
was with heartfelt gratitude that we laid 
our heads on the pillow that night, secure 
at last after so many dangers, : 

In the course of the following morning 
the remainder of the Europeans, accom- 
panied by their families, arrived. The 
King also, it was Easter Sunday, senta 
present of a thousand cows and 500 sheep 
to the Commander-in-Chief, who, seeing 
that His Majesty had ayoided complying 
with perhaps the most important 
terms of the communication addressed 
to him, namely, his own submission, bad 
no option left butto decline them. From 
that moment the King must have clearly 
seen that two courses were open to him— 
either to yield himself unconditionally to 
the British General, or to make a stand on 
his Abna and fight it out to the last. He 
chose the latter. 

‘The details of the storming of Magdala 
you will have seen described by pens much 
more competent for the duty than mine. 
Sofficeit to say that after two liours’ 
shelling, the 88rd stormed the fortress and 
found the King dead by his own hand, and 
surrounded by about a dozen. faithful 
adherents who stood by him to the. last, 
some of them dead, and but few unscathed. 
Among them was Ras Engeda, who’ had 
followed the King with unwavering fidelity 
for so many years, and had reaped captiv~ 
ity as his reward, from which’ he :was 
released but three months. So strong’ had 
been the will and’so indomitable the energy 
of his master, however, thathe was still 
able to enchain to his side at this supreme 
moment a few, who like Ras Epgedna, 
perhaps forgot the indignities of former 
yenrs, and only remained the happy days 
of youth spent in the quiet monasteries of 
Tchankar.

A Remanwance Sratement.—Tho Regis-

and Bay, which is on an average of four for 
cach week. The Registrar in his weekly 
report suggests many moans of saving life, 
but does not attempt to nccount for the 
manner in which the deaths of tho persoos 
whose bodies were found was brought about, 
Doubtless a large percentage of these was 
by suicide, ‘some by murder, and thé re~

A Famity Frozen to Drati.—Tho 
Newfoundland papers bring dotails of the 
deatha of the family whose caso was ro~ 
cently reported by telograph, One Thos. 
Budgell, being in otter destitution at Taiton 
Harbor, Green Bay, determined to make 
an effort to reach & neighboring settlement 
in the same bay, to make hia case known 
and obtain relief, He accordingly embark: 
ed with bis wife and five children in an 
open boat, on March first, He had approach: 
ed to within a mile and a half of the sbore 
when the boat became imbedded in the ice, 
which waa strong enough to allow thom to 
reach the shore by walking on it, — About 
ten the next morning the boat wus discover- 
od; the five children were in the stern, all 
frozen together, tho father being in the 
bow, also frozen, The mother was found 
in the jee, abouta half amilo from the bout. 
Tho poor creature had made an attempt to 
roach the shore, for the purpose of bringing 
succor to her little ones, and had perished 
like them.”

THREATENED MOVEMENT 
AGAINST CANADA, 


PROBABLE POINTS OF ATTACK. 


THE 


The following correspondence of the 
Chicago Trilune, dated at New York on 
the Srd inst., gives an iden of what the 
Americans. themselvea think will be the 
prograinme adopted by the’ Fenians in the 
threatened invasion, The correspondence 
is interesting in another point of yiew, show- 
ing as it does, that the strength and location 
of the military posta of the provinces are 
pretty accurately known tothe Fenian 
leaders. Of course, the estimate made of 
the capabilities of the officers and men is 
such as might be expected from a people 
80 deeply prejudiced against everything 
British a8 some of our Yankee neighbors. 

There is certainly a widely extended 
movement in course of execution by the 
Fenians in this State.

Threatened Trouble in Europe. 


The announcement recently made by Le 
Nord, the Russinn organ in Paris, that the 
Parisian people were expecting a general 


European war before autumn, has been 


received with considerable surprise, and 


caused much excitement in Europe.

For some time the great 


governments, 
powers on the Continent have been so re- 
peatedly and strongly declaring their peace- 
ful inclinations and purposes, that most 
people haye come to believe that they were 
Sincere in these protestations, and that war 


would be averted. But it now looks as if 


war had been but averted, and that the 
scene of the conftict will be in the east 
instead of the west of Europe, It is not 
the German question which now threatens 
the first rupture of peace, but the Cretan 
difficulty. |The re-opening of the Eastern 
question has been made by the late action 
of the Grecian government. The Provis- 
ional government established by the insur- 
gent Cretans last year declared in fayor of 
annexation to Greece, and this year the 
revolted districts elected delegates to the 
Greek Parliament. These have made their 
appearance in Athens, and asked for ad- 
mission. It was known by the Grecian 
government that to receive these delegates, 
and recognize them in their official capac- 
ity, would be a practical annexation of 
Crete to Greece, and a declaration of war 
against Turkey, Greece had been repeat- 
edly reminded by the Turkish government, 
a8 well us by those of France, England and 
Austria, of the very grave consequences 
certain to follow such astep. This warn- 
ing has been disregarded, and the Cretan 
representatives been received by the 
Grecian government. This grave step can 
hardly fail to produce serious complica- 
tions, and it is difficult to see how aconflict 
can be prevented, It is hardly probable 
that Greece would take so serious a course 
without promise of help from Russia, This 
power has already diplomatically interfered 
in behalf of Crete, and were it not for the 
decided remonstrances of the three powers 
above mentioned, she no doubt would have 
supported her declaration in favor of Crete 
with all the torce she could bring to bear. 
Though she was forced to yield to theso 
romonstrances, yet it is evident she does 
not lose any of her desire for aggrandize- 
ment, Prevented from -enlarging her 
territory in Europe, she has become alarm- 
ingly active in Asia, and is extending her 
dominions and influence, so that whe 
already nearly encircles Turkey and is 
approaching India, Through her influence, 
Persia is ready to invade Turkey, so soon 
as Russia is prepared. It is likely she 
hopes to prevent England from interfering 
in hor designs on Constantinople, by ob- 
taining a foothold on the borders of British 
India, where she could readily foment an 
inourrection, and thus employ England's 
resources, At any rate there seems to be 
considerable alarm excited in Paria and 
London at her movementa in Perala and 
Asia Minor; and there can be no doubt 
that if Russia were to assiat Greece in her 
late action, a gencrel European war would 
ensue, with France, England, Austria, Italy 
and Turkey on one side, and Russia, Greeco 
and Persia on the other,

A large proportion of American farmers 
foil in their eflorts to raise a-remunerating 
crop of carrots, in the majority of instances, 
fronrpot understanding how to manage 
the seed and young plants, The usual 
practice is to sow carrot seed so early in 
the growing season that noxious weeds, 
six to vight inches high cover the ground 
before the young carrots have attained 
sufficient aize to enable labourers to sce 
the rows. The immenso labor required to 
weed carrots tends to dishearten farmers 
from attempting to grow & crop of roots.

This singular force now numbers 4,593 men, 

composed of the following nationalities : 

1,910 Dutch, 1,301 French, 686 Belgians, 
157 Romans and other Pontifical subjects, 
135 Canadians, 101 Irish, 87 Prussians, 50 
English, $2 Spaniards, 22 Germans, 19 
Swiss, 14 Americans, 14 Neapolitans, 12 
Poles, 12 Modenese, 10 Scotch, 6 Tuscans, 
6 Portugese, 8 Maltese, 2 Pussians, and one 
South Sea Islander, an Indian, an African, 
a Peruvian, a Mexican and a Circassian. ” 

It will be seen from these figures, that of 
the 4,593 men composing the Papal legion, 
but 157 are from the Pontifical States—the 
others being trom almost every quarter of 
the globe, The Canadians are amongst the 
most recent ascquisitions—haying been 
recruited in Canada but a few months ago. 
‘The enlistment of these men was an open 
violation of our neutrality laws; but we 
have not noticed that any means were used 
to preventit. The Catholic clergy did not 
make any effort to prevent it. On the con- 
trary, they gaye it all the encouragement 
in their power. They raised the Company 
and sent on its way with as many blessings 
and 4s much eclat as they could bestow upon 
it. All thisis but what was to be expected. 
Wecan hardly expect that this or any other 
body of men, haying a definite or important 
object in view, particularly as such object 
is believed to be a sacred and just one, will 
haye much regard for our laws, if we our-
